97 Per Cent Of California 
rarm Families Have Cars, 
National Survey Reveals 


By FRED BAILEY 
United Press Staff Correspondent 

WASHINGTON, ‘le: — Four out of 
every five farm families own an auto- 
mobile. a survey by the Department of 
Agriculture disclosed. 

Farmers buy on the average almost 
twice as many used as new cars, it was 
found. They paid an average of $263 
for used and $739 for new cars. 

Car ownership of all non-relief, na- 
|tive white farm families interviewed in 
the 1935-36 survey ranged as high as 
97 per cent in California, North Da- 
kota and Kansas. 

Car ownership among all farmers 
was 82 per cent. In thrifty Vermont 
the percentage was 73. In the South- 
east 60 per cent of white farm oper- 
ators owned automobiles. Among Negro 
share-croppers the percentage was as 
low as 15 per cent. 

Only in California did the white 
farm families studied purchase more 
new than used cars. In most of the 
other areas studied, twice as many used 
cars were bought. 

The purchase price of used cars 
ranged from $80 in Georgia and Mis- 
sissippi to $300 in New Jersey and of 
new cars from an average of $637 in 
North Carolina to $932 in California.

Although the United States is still 


regarded as a young republic, few flags ,

Stripes. It was adopted by Congress in |

years. At that time it consistéd of thir- 


teen red and white stripes, and a blue 
field containing a circle of thirteen 
white stripes, and they planned to add 
both a star and a stripe for each state 
admitted to the Union. 


From 1795 to 1818 our flag had 13/ 


Stripes and 15 stars. It was this flay 
that inspired the writing of the Star 
Spangled Banner Banner by Francis 
Scott Key. By 1818 five more states 
had been added to the Union, and more 
were in view. A flag of twenty or more 


stripes was out of the question, on 
April 4. 1818 congress restored the 18 
stripes to represent the original 13 


colonies. and provided that for the ad- 
of each new state a star but 
not a stripe should be added to the 
flag on the next succeeding 4th of 
July.
